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1.  INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cheadle  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1971. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  population  figures, 
the  population  decreased  in  one  year  by  560.  However,  the  new  figure  — 
that  for  a census  year  — must  be  regarded  as  much  more  accurate  than 
the  estimate  for  1970,  which  in  itself  was  of  course  based  on  estimates 
for  previous  years. 

There  were  743  live  births,  an  increase  of  27.  This  rise  was 
reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  of  1.0  per  thousand.  At  the 
same  time  stillbirths  decreased  from  14  to  9 and  the  stillbirth  rate  fell 
to  equal  the  national  figure. 

During  1971  infant  deaths  remained  at  9,  of  which  number  6 
occurred  in  the  perinatal  period.  The  infant  mortality  rate  thus  remained 
well  below  the  national  rate.  Of  the  9 deaths  one  was  in  essence 
accidental  and  one  may  have  responded  to  therapy,  leaving  7 which 
offered  little  or  no  hope  of  prevention  with  present  day  techniques. 

Deaths  fell  slightly  and  the  death  rate  was  correspondingly  amen- 
ded. Of  the  441  deaths,  246  (55%)  were  due  to  some  form  of 
cardiovascular  disease;  of  these  88  were  specifically  due  to  coronary 
disease.  As  is  usual  in  this  latter  case,  females  suffered  less  heavily  than 
males,  many  of  whom  died  well  before  reaching  pensionable  age. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  even  now,  when  the  causes  of  this  disease  are 
the  subject  of  much  research,  many  deaths  could  be  prevented  or 
postponed  by  using  current  knowledge  and  reducing  consumption  of 
tobacco  and  sundry  foods. 

There  were  81  deaths  due  to  various  cancers,  almost  one  fifth  of 
all  deaths.  Of  these,  14  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  all  in  males,  and  of  these 
14,  7 occurred  in  men  below  retiring  age.  Lung  cancer  is  a disease  which 
need  not  occur  in  6 out  of  7 cases.  As  cure  is  at  best  doubtful,  simple 
prevention  is  by  far  the  better  proposition.  This  means  in  the  short  term 
cutting  out  cigarette  smoking  and  in  the  longer  term  the  perfection  of  a 
tobacco  virtually  free  from  carcinogens  and  lung  irritants. 
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Mention  must  be  made  of  the  47  deaths  due  to  respiratory  diseases. 
Pneumonia  accounted  for  32  of  these,  the  deaths  being  in  the  main  in 
very  elderly  people.  Of  the  remainder,  the  9 deaths  due  to  bronchitis 
deserve  mention  if  only,  at  this  point,  to  emphasize  the  many  years  of 
chronic  ill  health  represented  in  this  figure,  ill  health  that  may  in  future 
be  largely  elim’nated  if  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  decreased, 
adverse  working  conditions  improved  and  the  personally  administered 
irritant  of  cigarette  smoke  eliminated  or  at  least  rendered  less  harmful. 

The  year  was  a very  quiet  one  in  respect  of  infectious  diseases 
and  no  comment  is  indicated  beyond  inviting  attention  to  the  irtununi- 
sition  tabL’S  and  stressing  the  great  value  of  the  work  recorded  in  those 
tables  in  keeping  the  district  free  from  serious  infectious  disease. 

In  the  body  of  this  Report,  appropriate  comment  is  made  on  other 
matters  affecting  the  general  health  of  the  District.  It  may  be  observed 
that  I have  altered  the  format  of  some  of  the  statistical  tables  in  order 
that  more  complete  information  may  be  given. 

In  acquainting  myself  with  some  aspects  of  the  health  of  the 
District,  I examined  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  when  some  duplication 
became  apparent.  Following  discussions  on  movement  of  some  patients 
with  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  I decided  that  a complete 
review  of  the  Register  should  be  carried  out.  The  result  of  this  review 
is  apparent  in  Table  IV  which  now  gives  a more  accurate  picture  of  the 
amount  of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  District.  The  carrying  out  of  this 
review  would  have  been  virtually  impossible  without  the  willing 
assistance  of  the  Chest  Physicians,  members  of  the  Staffordshire  County 
Health  Department  and  members  of  your  own  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  those  concerned. 

In  conclusion,  I must  record  my  grateful  appreciation  of  all  the 
help  so  willingly  and  cheerfully  given  by  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  all  other  staff  of  the  Department.  To  this  I must  add 
my  thank  to  your  Surveyor  for  information  and  comments  so  willingly 
provided.

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NOTE  ON  ADJUSTED  RATES 


Local  birth  rates  are  usually  expressed  in  terms  of  population. 
Such  district  populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  personse  of  all  ages,  including  many  who  obviously  have  no 
influence  on  the  reproductive  process.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect 
the  birth  rate  in  that  a preponderance  of  them  in  the  population  of  an 
area  tends  to  lower,  and  a small  proportion  to  raise,  the  true  rate. 
Considerable  variation  in  the  size  of  this  proportion  exists  in  different 
districts  and  it  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  elimination  by  standard- 
isation of  such  a factor  enables  a truer  comparison  to  be  made  between 
areas. 

Such  standardisation  is  obtained  through  the  issue  to  each  district 
of  an  area  comparability  factor.  The  adjusted  birth  rate,  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  crude  birth  rate  of  a district  by  the  comparability 
factor,  may  be  regarded  as  comparable  with  the  adjusted  rate  for  any 
other  district  or  with  the  national  rate. 

Exactly  similar  comments  apply  to  the  issue  and  use  of  an  area 
comparability  factor  for  use  with  mortality  calculations.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Act,  1968,  and  relevant  Regulations,  amendments  were  made  to  the  list 
of  diseases  to  be  notified  to  the  medical  Officer  of  Health.

Responsibility  for  notifying  a case  or  suspected  case  of  food 
poisoning  or  infectious  disease  rests  exclusively  on  the  medical  prac- 
titioner attending  the  patient  unless  he  believes  that  another  practitioner 
has  already  notified  the  case. 

The  fee  payable  to  a medical  practitioner  for  the  notification  of  a 
case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  increased  from  the  12^  pence  laid 
down  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  to  25  pence. 


6.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer,  Manager  and  Clerk  of  the  Stafford- 
shire Potteries  Water  Board  for  the  following  report  on  the  Board’s 
services  to  the  Rural  District. 

During  1971,  bacteriological  examinations  on  290  samples  were 
made,  of  which  71  were  of  untreated  waters  at  the  sources  and  219  of 
chlorinated  water  going  into  supply.  These  examinations  indicated  that 
99%  of  chlorinated  water  samples  were  free  from  E.  Coli.  I.  Three 
samples  from  Kingsley  Reservoir  contained  a few  E.  Coli.  I.  per  100 
ml.  of  sample.  This  contamination  was  traced  to  deterioration  of  the 
arched  concrete  and  rubble  roof  allowing  access  of  ground  water. 
Immediate  cleansing  of  the  reservoir  and  extra  chlorination  was  carried 
out.  A new  main,  bringing  Rangemoor  Reservoir  water  into  the  area 
should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1972,  when  repair  work  on  the 
Kingsley  Reservoir  will  begin. 

Forty-three  chemical  samples  were  analysed  and  all  samples  were 
shown  as  being  of  high  organic  quality.  Not  more  than  0.02  mg/1  of  lead 
has  been  found  in  the  samples  analysed. 

The  new  covered  Reservoir  at  Cauldon  Low  was  brought  into 
commission  at  the  end  of  July  1972,  whilst  the  old  open  reservoir  has 
been  demolished. 
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7.  DISPOSAL  OF  WASTES 


This  important  part  of  the  Council’s  function  is  continually  kept 
under  review  and  improvements  made.  Specimens  of  sewage  effluent 
have  continued  to  be  taken  from  all  the  treatment  works  in  the  area.  In 
the  main  these  have  proved  satisfactory  but  some  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  with  the  Cheddleton  treatment  plant  and  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  report  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor  the  plant  is  being  extended 
and  modernised  at  a cost  of  £137,616. 

The  village  of  Dilhorne  has  been  sewered  and  the  majority  of 
properties  capable  of  being  connected  to  the  sewer  have  been  connected 
but  no  action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of  houses  likely  to  be  declared 
unfit  for  human  habitation  within  the  next  year. 

Refuse  disposal  is  a problem  with  the  decreasing  availability  of 
land  for  use  in  controlled  tipping  but  a site  at  Ribden  has  now  been 
acquired  and  put  into  use  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 
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8.  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  carried  out 
by  my  Depanment  during  the  year  1971. 

Dr.  S.  M.  Durkin  resigned  her  position  as  relief  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  May  and  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  the  Isle  of  Man. 
Dr.  J.  Tolland  was  appointed  in  a similar  position  and  his  appointment 
as  part  time  Medical  Officer  on  a permanent  basis  is  still  awaited.  On 
reflection  my  work  during  the  period  since  Dr.  Tomlin  retired  in 
September  1970  appears  to  have  been  even  more  varied  than  usual. 

Mrs.  B.  E.  Alcock  left  the  employment  of  the  Council  in  November 
and  is  now  a happy  mother  with  all  the  cares  of  a clerk  in  a Health 
Department  forgotten. 

I think  that  the  most  important  happening  during  the  year  was 
the  tragedy  of  the  flooding  of  the  village  of  Waterhouses.  As  a result  of 
unusual  rainfall  in  August  the  River  Hamps  flooded  and  the  houses 
simated  on  the  main  road  through  the  village  were  flooded  up  to  a 
depth  of  4ft.  bins,  and  many  residents  had  very  frightening  experiences. 
One  aged  lady  had  to  be  rescued  from  the  bedroom  window  by  means  of 
a digger  shovel,  passengers  in  a car  were  terrified  to  find  themselves  in 
flood  water  gradually  rising  to  almost  submerge  the  car.  Apart  from 
the  immediate  shock  of  the  flooding  the  result  when  the  water  subsided 
the  following  day  was  sad  to  see.  Furnishings  and  carpets  were  ruined 
and  much  structural  damage  caused.  An  appeal  for  assistance  was 
presented  to  the  Council  by  the  Councillors  for  Waterhouses  and  the 
Council  gave  me  responsibility  for  bringing  relief  to  the  people  of  the 
village.  I spent  all  one  week  in  the  village  with  two  of  my  staff,  used  a 
firm  supplying  industrial  heaters  to  dry  houses,  used  Council  labour  to 
repair  houses,  hired  a caravan  to  house  an  aged  lady,  and  interviewed 
owners  of  rented  property  to  have  work  done.  My  first  action  on  entering 
the  village  was  to  assure  myself  that  structures  were  safe  and  that 
electrical  wiring  and  appliances  were  safe.  I regret  that  owners  of 
tenanted  propenies  did  not  co-operate  to  the  full  in  repairing  houses 
and  some  tenants  were  critical  of  delay  in  bringing  their  homes  back  to 
normal  but  overall  I believe  our  efforts  were  appreciated.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Council  initiated  a flood  relief  fund  and  trustees  were  appointed 
of  which  I was  one.  The  final  result  of  the  appeal  was  that  all  house- 
holders were  recompensed  in  full  for  the  damage  done  to  their  homes 
and  business  premises  received  half  of  their  claim  for  loss. 

Before  closing  this  brief  report  on  what  at  the  time  was 
a heavy  responsibility  I cannot  praise  too  highly  the  work  done  by  the 
local  firms  and  in  particular  Associated  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers 
and  their  Manager  Mr.  Tetley  and  his  labour  force.  The  different  way 
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in  which  this  private  hrm  put  labour,  material  and  vehicles  to  use  in  the 
village  compared  with  the  manner  which  local  government  assisted, 
reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  the  company  but  also  impressed  me  with 
the  differing  responsibilities  of  control  exercised  by  private  industry 
and  local  government. 


HOUSING  ACT  1969 

118  applications  were  received,  of  these  36  were  for  Discretionary 
Grant  and  82  for  Standard  Grants. 

The  amount  of  grant  undertaken  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  Discre- 
tionary Grant  was  £17,968  an  average  of  £665.48.  This  compares  with 
£681.05  last  year. 

As  is  known,  the  grant  for  Standard  Grants  is  based  on  a maximum 
restricted  to  half  the  proved  expenditure  subject  to  a maximum  con- 
trolled by  the  amenities  provided. 

The  total  agreed  to  be  paid  was  £20,863  in  respect  of  81  grants, 
an  average  of  £257.56. 

Of  the  81  Standard  Grants  approved,  45  were  for  the  upper  limit 
of  grant  as  defined  in  the  Hou  sing  Act  1969,  Schedule  1.  Of  the  45, 
30  had  buildings  provided,  10  had  septic  tanks  provided  and  5 had  both 
buildings  and  septic  tanks  provided. 

In  all  there  were  provided  66  baths,  70  wash  hand  basins,  66  hot 
water  supplies,  76  waterclosets  and  30  sinks.

A contract  for  the  demolition  of  10  houses  situated  in  the  Werrington 
district  was  completed  during  the  year,  the  contract  price  being  £45 1.00. 
We  had  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  reasonably  tidy  conditions 
following  the  demolition  of  properties.  Many  cleared  sites  have  little 
value  to  either  the  owner  or  the  Council  and  could  become  unsightly 
and  neglected  in  the  future.  I believe  that  if  the  Council  do  have  to  deal 
with  more  unfit  properties  further  thought  will  have  to  be  given  to 
acquisition  by  the  Council  and  efforts  made  to  improve  the  scene  of 
dereliction.

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QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 


Twenty-one  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were 
received.  Objections  were  received  in  respect  of  three,  twelve 
were  refused  as  a result  of  an  inspection  by  my  Department,  the 
premises  not  attaining  the  required  standard,  and  nine  were  issued. 

Three  applications  were  received  for  Qualification  Certificates 
combined  with  Standard  Grants  and  a Certificate  of  Provisional 
Approval  was  issued  in  each  case,  and  on  completion  of  the  work  and 
prior  production  of  the  Certificate  of  Fair  Rent  the  Qualification 
Certificates  were  issued. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  — SECTION  47 

Twenty-six  houses  have  had  privies  replaced  by  waterclosets. 

The  total  grant  paid  in  respect  of  these  replacements  was  £1,102.83 
an  average  of  £42.41  per  property.

POULTRY  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Fowl  Pest  occurred  and  poultry 
slaughter  ceased  in  the  small  establishments  that  we  have  in  the  district. 
As  a result  of  this,  no  figures  are  produced  for  the  number  of  poultry 
inspected  and  the  numbers  being  slaughtered  having  been  drastically 
reduced,  spot  checks  have  been  made.  It  is  my  intention  in  the  coming 
year  to  continue  to  endeavour  to  raise  standards  in  the  few  premises 
continuing  to  slaughter. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  1970 
These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  March,  1971. 

The  principal  changes  are  as  follows : — 

i.  raw  food  which  has  to  be  milled  or  refined  to  make  it  fit  for 
human  consumption  is  no  longer  outside  the  scope  of  the 
regulations  (definition  of  “food”,  regulation  2(1)); 

ii.  before  food  is  offered  for  sale  it  must  be  separated  from  any 
food  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption,  (regulation  9 (b) ) ; 

iii.  animal  feed  must  not  be  kept  in  a food  room  unless  it  is  in  a 
closed  container  that  eliminates  the  risk  of  contamination  (regu- 
lation 9(e)); 

iv.  any  person  handling  open  food  (food  not  adequately  protected 
by  wrappings,  etc.)  must  wear  clean  washable  overclothing, 
except  in  specified  cases  (regulation  11); 

V.  the  business  of  packing  or  storing  eggs,  fruit  or  vegetables  on 
farm  premises  is  made  subject  to  certain  requirements  (regu- 
lation 33). 


Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  carried  out  through- 
out the  year  and  a reasonable  standard  of  food  hygiene  found. 

I am  concerned  with  the  ever  increasing  food  trade  becoming 
apparent  in  public  houses,  the  so  called  bar  snacks.  More  attention  will 
have  to  be  given  to  see  that  the  food  is  hygienically  prepared  and  handled 
and  stored. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


The  Department  has  again  continued  to  operate  the  Act  and  fifty- 
four  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.

PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS  1928-1936 

The  work  of  bringing  the  licensed  premises  in  the  District  to  an 
acceptable  standard,  continued  throughout  the  year,  although  the 
majority  of  the  required  work  was  completed  within  the  first  six 
months. 

The  Council  decided  to  issue  licenses  of  six  months  duration, 
which  expired  on  30th  June,  this  giving  each  licensee  an  opportunity  to 
complete  works  required  at  his  premises.  During  this  period  a member 
of  my  staff  spent  a considerable  period  of  time  visiting  the  various 
premises  to  discuss  with  owners  the  works  required  and  the  attendant 
problems,  which  were  many  and  varied.  The  effect  of  these  visits  was 
to  encourage  most  owners  to  execute  the  works  at  an  early  date.  It  was 
found  that  several  licensees,  who  generally  stored  smaller  quantities, 
had  decided  not  to  continue  to  store  petroleum  spirit.  Resulting  from 
this  it  was  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  tanks  at  these  premises  to  be 
made  safe  in  an  acceptable  manner.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  found 
that  several  licensees  had  decided  the  time  had  arrived  when  they  should 
modernise  their  premises  and  increase  their  storage  capacity  for  petrol- 
eum spirit.  This  resulted  in  the  alteration  of  several  forecourts,  the 
removal  and  or  filling  of  smaller  capacity  tanks,  all  this  work  being 
super\dsed  by  a member  of  my  staff. 

Of  the  sixty-five  six  month  licences  issued  on  1st  January,  1971, 
seven  were  not  renewed.  Of  those  not  renewed  four  were  discontinued 
permanently  and  three  were  discontinued  on  a temporary  basis,  until 
the  licensee  had  completed  the  works  necessary  to  bring  the  premises 
up  to  an  acceptable  standard. 

The  result  of  an  appeal  made  to  the  Ministry  by  a licensee,  against 
the  Council’s  refusal  to  issue  a licence  to  the  licensee  in  1970,  was 
received  during  the  year,  the  appeal  being  dismissed. 
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As  the  foregoing  indicates  a considerable  general  improvement  in 
conditions  has  been  achieved  at  premises  throughout  the  District  during 
the  year,  and  this  improved  standard  should  be  maintained. 

Periodic  visits  still  continue  to  be  made  as  does  the  work  of  testing 
new  and  existing  petroleum  spirit  storage  tanks.

All  licensed  premises  have  been  visited  both  for  routine  annual 
licence  renewal  purposes  and  during  the  course  of  use  of  the  premises. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958 

There  are  fifteen  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  all  visited  regu- 
larly. 

Each  slaughterhouse  has  been  inspected  by  a Vetemiary  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  only  minor 
defects  of  lack  of  maintenance  found. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

August  this  year  saw  the  completion  of  a full  year  of  the  employ- 
ment of  a private  contractor  in  the  control  of  rats  and  mice  at  private 
houses  and  Council  properties.  In  September  further  tenders  were 
invited  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  another  private  firm.  Our 
experience  appears  to  indicate  that  this  departure  from  direct  labour 
has  been  successful,  but  I have  reservations  in  certain  aspects  of  the 
work.

HOUSING 

The  number  of  houses  completed  within  the  Rural  District  arc

LOCAL  AUTEORITY  HOUSING 
Hoftens  Cross 

A scheme  was  prepared  for  eight  dwellings  and  three  garages  at 
Hoftens  Cross,  Cauldon  Lowe.  Ministry  approval  was  obtained  to 
invite  tenders  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  proceed  early  in  1972. 

Dilhome 

Negotiations  have  taken  place  with  the  Department  of  the  Environ- 
ment to  build  six  one-bedroom  type  bungalows  at  Godley  Lane,  Dil- 
horne.  Approval  was  received  to  invite  tenders  and  work  should  start 
in  1972. 

Kingsley  Holt 

A site  for  sixteen  aged  persons  bungalows  has  been  acquired  at 
Shawe  Park  Road,  Kingsley  Holt.  Fourteen  of  these  bungalows  will 
be  one-bedroom  type  welfare  bungalows  and  the  remaining  pair  will 
be  two-bedroom  type,  one  set  aside  for  a warden  who  will  be  required 
for  the  estate.  Tenders  have  been  invited  and  work  will  stan  in  1972. 

Cheadle 

An  area  of  land  fronting  King  Edward  Street,  Cheadle  has  been 
acquired  for  housing  development.  In  addition  to  this,  portions  of  the 
large  rear  gardens  to  the  existing  Council  houses  are  to  be  added  to  the 
land  acquired  which  will  produce  an  area  of  land  suitable  for  the 
erection  of  thirteen  one-bedroom  type  bungalows.  The  Department  of 
the  Environment  has  been  consulted  and  tenders  invited.  Work  will 
proceed  in  1972. 

Oakamoor 

A site  has  been  acquired  at  Star  Bank,  Oakamoor,  and  permission 
has  been  received  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  invite 
tenders  for  seven  dwellings  and  four  garages.  It  is  anticipated  that  work 
will  commence  in  1972. 

CENTRAL  HEATING  TO  EXISTING  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Applications  were  received  from  Council  tenants  to  have  central 
heating  installed  at  the  Council’s  expense,  the  tenant  having  a rent 
adjustment  to  compensate  for  this.  Forty-three  installations  were  carried 
out,  there  being  twenty-five  night  storage,  fourteen  solid  fuel  and  four 
gas  installations  completed. 
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MODERNISATION  OF  EXISTING  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Following  the  opening  of  the  show  house  to  the  public  at  the  end 
of  last  year,  schemes  were  prepared  for  the  modernisation  of  houses  in 
various  parts  of  the  district.  As  a result  of  this,  a total  of  fourteen  were 
completed,  comprising  eight  at  Cheadlc,  four  at  Kingsley  Holt,  one  at 
Tean  and  one  at  Alton.  While  each  of  the  dwellings  were  being 
modernised  the  tenants  were  transferred  temporarily  into  alternative 
accommodation. 

PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE  HOUSING 

During  the  year  a total  of  284  dwellings  were  erected  and  com- 
pleted by  private  builders  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  are  in  addition 
239  dwellings  under  construction. 

PLANNING  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year,  the  Council  considered  1,065  plans  and  appli- 
cations, as  submitted  and  requiring  decisions  under  the  Building  Regu- 
lations and  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts.  The  number  approved 
was  937  and  128  were  refused. 

Included  in  the  total  number  of  plans  were  481  new  planning 
applications  and  these  required. the  joint  consultation  and  decision  of  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  and  the  Cheadle  Rural  District  Council. 
A further  17  applications  were  received  for  development  within  the 
National  Peak  Park. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES 
Dilhorre  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  provision  of  the  village  sewerage  scheme  at  a cost  of  £44,873 
was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  this  year  and  properties  are  now 
being  connected  thereto. 

Cheddleton  Sewage  Purification  Works 

Tenders  for  the  extensions  and  modernisation  of  the  above  sewage 
purification  works  were  invited  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  and  after 
some  delay  in  completing  the  contract  documents  a start  on  the  work 
was  made  in  September. 

Extremely  good  progress  is  being  made  on  the  contract,  the  value 
of  which  is  £137, 616. 

Hollington  Sewerage  Scheme 

A sewerage  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  above  to  include 
also  for  incorporating  properties  and  the  Dairy  at  Foie.  The  estimated 
cost  is  £132,000  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  early  in  1972. 
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CARAVAN  SITE,  WOODHEAD,  CHEADLE 

The  site  at  Woodhead  and  provided  by  the  Council  for  twenty-one 
caravans  continues  to  be  fully  occupied. 


HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operates  and  maintains  a fleet  of  eight  refuse  collection 
vehicles,  seven  of  which  are  of  the  compression  type  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  service  to  all  but  the  out-lying 
properties.  The  results  of  the  introduction  of  an  interim  bonus  scheme 
in  the  latter  part  of  last  year  are  noted  with  interest;  first  indications  are 
that  householders  are  receiving  a more  regular  service  at  a similar  cost. 
Disposal  is  effected  by  controlled  tipping  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
and  the  present  sites  are  reaching  the  end  of  their  life.  Whilst  it  is 
anticipated  that  new  sites  will  become  available,  it  may  well  be  that  in 
the  long  term  alternative  methods  of  disposal  will  have  to  be  pursued, 
and  already  preliminary  consultations  have  been  made  with  adjoining 
authorities. 


NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION  AND  EMPTYING  OF 
CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 

The  Council  operates  and  maintains  two  vehicles  for  this  purpose. 
Every  effort  is  made  in  conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  Department 
to  ensure  that  as  and  when  new  sewerage  schemes  are  commissioned 
properties  will  be  connected  thereto  and  so  gradually  reduce  the  size  of 
this  task. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  original  eleven  acres  of  land  purchased  by  the  Council  at 
Brookhouses  for  industrial  purposes  has  now  been  sold  to  industrialists, 
and  the  District  Valuer  has  opened  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of 
further  land  adjoining  this  site  for  industrial  development. 


BUS  SHELTERS 

The  total  number  of  bus  shelters  erected  by  the  Council  is  eighty- 
four  and  these  are  maintained  and  regularly  cleaned  by  the  Council. 
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
